NEWARK, 0., July 11—(Special)—At 12:15 
Mon- 


day afternoon the message was received from G-over- 
nor Harmon ati Columbus suspending Mayor Atherton 
"for gross neglect of duty" and ordering him to turn 
the office over to John M. Ankley, Republican, Presi- 
dent of Council. 


It is taken here that the "gross neglect of duty" 


perains not so much to the mob and riot as to the fact 
tihat Atherton permitted the town to be run wide open 
in spite of the Rose law. 


• Atherton announces that as soon as he receives the 


official and formal notification from the governor he 
will insist on having his hearing just as soon as the law 
permits, which is ten days. He declares he will be able 
to show up the dry leaders, of the county; that they 
have stated to witnesses that they would not let him 
prosecute certain cases, as they did not want him to 
get any credit for prosecuting liquor cases. 
The city 


is in an uproar and wildly excited. 


The governor asked J. H. Miller, head of the Law 


and Order League of the c ounty to furnish him five 
names of citizens willing to prefer 
charges 
against
